Athletics not a squeaky-clean affair

“A government report laments the professional- 
ism that has brought ‘discredit upon college 
sports.’ An American president decries the ‘sensa- 
tionalism and hysteria’ that afflict intercollegiate 
athletics. A National Education Association meet- 
ing hears a speech on the ‘serious evils of college 
athletics.’ A major educational foundation issues a 


_ report on the state of American college sports — 


and finds it troubled. And a university president 


. lambasts the ‘injustice, hypocrisy and fraud’ of big- 


time football. Familiar stuff? Of course. Except that 


_ these five events occurred in 1885, 1905, 1915, 


1929 and 1950. Ladies and gentlemen, we have 
been here before.”

As the numbers after the-dollar signs continue to 
grow larger — football produced $324 million in 
1992 — the role of the organization that governs 


‘college sports comes increasingly under fire. The 


National Collegiate Athletic Association is trying to 
shape up its image by cracking down on member 
schools that refuse to comply and by constantly 
dodging federal legislation. 

The story of the NCAA is a strange one, inextrica- 
bly linked to the almighty dollar. From America’s 
beginnings until the late 1800s, students at the 
nation’s universities organized and administered 
athletics without the assistance or blessing of their 
schools. A governing body only became “neces- 
sary” when those schools’ administrations realized 
how much money intercollegiate sports could gen- 
erate. Yale, for example, discovered in 1905 that its 
student-run athletic department had $100,000 
(about $2.5 million in today’s money) in reserve. 
Its annual income equaled one-eighth of the univer- 
sity’s total gross income. 

The NCAA was born. 

As Warch points out in the above quotation, the 
NCAA has never achieved its claimed mission, 
described here by recently ousted executive director 
Dick Schultz: “Our real purpose is to prepare stu- 
dent-athletes to be major contributors to our society 
while providing meaningful opportunities for inter- 
collegiate athletics.” 

Add Schultz: “Ninety-nine percent of everything 


that’s going on in intercollegiate athletics is excep- 
tionally positive. We have to make sure we don’t 
get mired down in that | percent that’s negative.” 

Few outside the NCAA feel Schultz’ math is cred- 
ible. Ask the AIAW, the AAU, Sen. Bill Bradley or 
the athletes themselves. 

The truth about the organization is that it exists to 
promote itself, make money and protect its inter- 
ests. A few examples: 

By 1982, the Association for Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women (AIAW) had enjoyed a decade 
of success providing for women what the NCAA 
had done for men. That success was a threat to the 
NCAA, so it simply absorbed the AIAW; the uni- 
versities who were members of the NCAA did 
away with women’s athletics directors and moved 
women’s sports under the jurisdiction of the men’s 
ADs. The Amateur Athletics Union suffered a simi- 
lar fate. 

The best example. of the NCAA’s cut-and-run 
strategy for protecting its autonomy is its fight 
against government. When Sen. Bradley, a former 
college basketball star and member of the NBA 
champion New York Knicks, introduced legislation 
that would require schools to release graduation 
rates for scholarship athletes, he was “absolutely 
flabbergasted by the opposition” of the NCAA. He 
clearly didn’t know the NCAA very well. 

It fought the legislation, lost, and created its own 
graduation-rates reporting system to try to circum- 
vent the federal guidelines. Now the NCAA pro- 
duces its own graduation-rates report while its 
members must also comply with the Student Right- 
to-Know Act. 

When various states began to make noise about 
creating laws to require the NCAA to comply with 
due process when it enforces rules, it created a 
committee to review enforcement. Chaired by 
BYU’s own president, Rex E. Lee, the committee’s 
work has been positive, but the NCAA resisted sev- 
eral of its proposals and is still squabbling over the 
last, and most important, findings — those which 
have to do with due process. 

President Lee and other universities’ chief execu- 
tive officers have become the driving force for 
change within the NCAA. For the majority of its 
existence, the NCAA has been a governing body 
almost separate from the universities themselves. 
From the perspective of the CEOs, it was doing a 
crummy job. 

Ten years ago Sunday, those CEOs made their 


grab for power; the NCAA Presidents Commission 
was created. It was the beginning of what is known 
as the “Reform Movement.” The presidents felt 
their own athletic departments were out of control, 
as were the costs of running them. In response, new 
rules were implemented. The NCAA rules manual 
increased to 450 pages as CEOs cut costs by creat- 
ing new rules. They forced schools to cut scholar- 
ships — football has fallen from 120 annual schol- 
arships to 85 next year; men’s basketball actually 
has fewer scholarships than women’s basketball 
does — and to begin to enforce gender equity. 

Many of the changes have clearly been positive. 
Others have not. Still other problems remain. The 
latest edition of. the NCAA News, the organiza- 
tion’s weekly newspaper, lists several decisions 
about recruiting violations. In one instance, a col- 
lege baseball player ran into a high school boy who 
was being recruited to play on his college team. The 
meeting took place off campus, a violation of 
NCAA rules, but was accidental. Nevertheless, the 
college’s baseball coach was prohibited from 
recruiting off campus for one year. 

Such rules and decisions make little sense, if one 
doesn’t understand the NCAA’s need to protect its 
power, writes Sports Illustrated’s Rick Telander in 
his book, The Hundred Yard Lie. “The NCAA can 
never bring integrity to the sport. To begin with, the 
NCAA was not created to do any such thing. It 
exists for four basic purposes: First, to establish 
rules for the game of football itself. Secondly, it 
was set up to act as a cartel for bargaining purposes. 
Third, it was designed to deal with whatever outside. 
forces might enter its sphere (the NFL, the federal 
government). Fourth, the NCAA serves as a central 
plblic relations outlet, devoted to noble-sounding 
declarations about the righteous qualities of its 
member institutions. It is no accident the NCAA 
spends far more on PR and promotions than it does 


| on enforcement of the rules that exist to safeguard 


the sport’s alleged integrity.” 

As paydays continue to become more lucrative — 
the Big 10 and Pac-10 representatives to the Rosé 
Bow! will bring home more than $5 million apiece 


‘this year — the more the NCAA will try to protect 


its power, while at the same time its members’ pres- 
idents try to censure that academic interests of stu- 
dent-athletes aren’t sacrificed. Luckily for the 
NCAA, the presidents are trying to force change 
from within the organization. Or is it lucky for the 
presidents? 
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Proposition 48: Do tougher standards ~ 


discriminate against black athletes?

The following are important acronyms in colle- 
giate sports: FT (free throw). PPG (points per 
game). PAT (point-after-touchdown). SAT 
(Scholastic Aptitude Test). 

That dreaded test has produced a firestorm of con- 
troversy among the NCAA’s black basketball 
coaches, who say it discriminates against impover- 
ished, inner-city athletes who are potential high 
school recruits. The test also spawns questions 
about equality and opportunity for black student- 
athletes, who, on a national average, don’t do as 
well as whites 6n the SAT. 

Eight years ago, the NCAA imposed Proposition 
48; which stiffened academic standards for entering 
student-athletes at the collegiate level. Every year, 
the requirements fluctuate, depending on the 
NCAA’s annual review. The NCAA and its 
President’s Commission is currently lobbying to 
make the current minimal standards even tougher. 
For-now, student-athletes must get a 2.0 GPA (in 
high school core classes) and reach 900 on the 
SATs. With a 2.5, he or she needs a 700 to qualify. 

Casualties of Prop 48, meanwhile, must sit out for 
a year, lose one year of eligibility and cannot prac- 
tice with the team during that time. In the interim, 
the athlete must prove his academic ability. : 

Proponents of Prop 48 argue that the superior 
level of scholastic ability shown by student-athletes 
in high school over the past eight years justifies its 
existence. 

“There’s a more concerted effort by high school 
administrators now,” said Pete Witbeck, associate 
athletic director at BYU. “High school standards 
were way too low. It gives them (high school ath- 
letes) a much better chance to succeed. Before, 


many weren’t prepared...It’s a motivator.” 

But does Prop 48 discriminate? 

Yes, say black head coaches, who are angry about 
Prop 48 and want additional changes, including 
more scholarships and more minority representation 
in the NCAA. Esteemed Georgetown coach John 
Thompson has led the fight. He and others say Prop 
48 denies opportunities to black athletes. 

Or does it? 

“The idea in this age of reform has ben to 
emphasize the availability of other professional 
opportunities,” wrote C. Fraser Smith, who is a 
reporter for the Baltimore Sun and has covered col- 
lege athletics extensively. “Only one in 10,000 high 
school players get to the pros, after all. And basket- 
ball scholarships are not the only economic route to 
higher education. Only a handful of the million 
black college students are athletes. Young men and 
women who want a college education may qualify 
for federal education grants, enter work study pro- 
grams or borrow money.” 

Smith also believes that, in the final analysis, Prop 
48 has done nothing but help black athletes. “After 
some initial slippage in the number of admissions, 
black athletes are achieving the required SAT 
scores and graduating in higher percentages than 
before the standards were imposed... 

“Players who have more aptitude do better when 
they get to school, feel more a part of the academic 
community and are implicit proof that the old racial 
standards do not apply. Standards demanding 
progress toward graduation imposed by the NCAA 
have also helped restore some legitimacy to the des- 
perate hope that academics and athletics are com- 
patible.” ; 

While its true that Prop 48 prevents many poten- 
tial athletes from going to college, there is evidence 
that Prop 48 serves its purpose. Former Memphis 


State guard Anfernee Hardaway, who now is a 
rookie with the Orlando Magic of the NBA, is one 
high-profile athlete to survive the highly controver- 
sial Prop 48 and go on to greater glory. He sat out 
the obligatory season while he worked hard in the 
classroom. After sitting out a season, Hardaway 
arrived and immediately helped make Memphis 
State a national power once again. 

Some schools, like BYU, however, stand leery of 
taking a chance on a Prop 48 case. 

At BYU, because of the type of student-athletes it 
tries to attract, Prop 48 hasn’t had much of an 
effect. 

“It doesn’t have the impact here that it does at 
other schools,” said Val Hale, assistant athletic 
director. “We try not to bring marginal students 
here. It’s almost foolish to recruit student-athletes 
who can’t compete academically.” 

However, there have been athletes who have 
struggled in high school and gone to a junior col- 
lege to hone their academic skills before coming to 
BYU, said Jim Kimmel, BYU’s athletic advisor. 

“At this point in time we’re not taking any Prop 
48 students,” Kimmel said. “We’ve only had a cou- 
ple since I’ve been here (eight years).” 

Hale said Prop 48 is good for college athletics. “It 
has increased awareness of prospective student-ath- 
letes in high school,” he said. “The athlete now 
realizes that if they want to go on to a big-time pro- 
gram, they. need to take those core classes and study 
hard.” 

But, as far as many black coaches around the 
nation are concerned, Prop 48 is an injustice that 
needs to be rectified. High schools, they say, aren’t 
teaching students like they ought to — and athletes 
should be given an equal shot at attending a univer- 
sity, regardless of the score of a test. , 


‘Reform’ the watchword for NCAA’s future

In 1991, a former Auburn 
University football player produces 
tapes that show a booster club offer- 
ing him money and gifts — both acts 
a violation of National Collegiate 
Athletic Association rules. 

In May of this year, an NCAA com- 
mittee learns that from 1987-1991 
loans and benefits were given to sev- 
eral University of Virginia football 
players. Further, Richard Schultz, a 
self-proclaimed leader of reform and 
integrity in collegiate sports as the 
executive director of the NCAA, was 
likely involved in these violations, as 
he was the University of Virginia’s 
athletic director from 1981 to 1987. 

These events have given impetus to 
a general reform movement that is 
gaining steam in the NCAA. 

Aside from gender equity issues that 
gobble up much of the media _atten- 
tion these days, three broad areas are 
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the target of NCAA reform: cost-cut- 
ting, ensuring the academic qualifica- 
tions of incoming and current athletes 
and providing a way for universities 
to maintain control over their athletic 
departments. 

BYU President Rex E. Lee — a vet- 
eran of NCAA reform after serving 
on a committee to examine infractions 
and enforcement — said: cost-cutting 
reforms are essentially a reaction to 
the fact that roughly 25 percent of 
NCAA-affiliated universities’ athletic 
departments are not self-sufficient. 
“This puts the NCAA at a real crisis 
point,” he said. 

In order to deal with this financial 
struggle, the NCAA has. reduced 
scholarships. across the board, 
exempting women’s sports, though, 
so not to dismantle the effort toward 
gender equity. Reducing the number 
of coaches in collegiate athletics as 
well as the number of days allowed 
for recruiting trips are other measures 
enacted to control costs. 
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Academic standards have been a 
key issue since the NCAA began to 
enforce what is now referred to as 
Proposition 48 in 1986 (see story 
above). 

Recent efforts have amended 
Proposition 48. In 1990, it was deter- 
mined that student-athletes who don’t 
meet the minimum criteria were not 
to be given scholarships. Beginning in 
1995, the number of core classes will 
move to 13, while a minimum GPA 
of 2.5 will be needed. Students can 
only have a 2.0 GPA if they can offset 
the low GPA with either a 19 on the 
ACT or 900 on the SAT. 

The NCAA lauds these tougher aca- 
demic standards and points to recently 
released statistics’ that show a 6 per- 
cent increase in the graduation rates 
of student athletes for students enter- 
ing universities in 1986. But others 
still see the rule as discriminatory 
toward minority athletes. 

The University of Virginia case 
mentioned above involves the third 


‘area. Investigations led the NCAA to 


conclude there was “substantial lack 
of institutional control.” Officials 
indicated they would like to see uni- 
versity presidents and/or collective 
university officials have more control 
over athletic financial decisions. 

One example of this type of reform 
is the 1992 implementation of a rule 
involving shoe contracts. Previously, 
some basketball coaches were receiv- 
ing upwards of $100,000 for their 
teams to wear certain brands of shoes. 
Under the new ruling, coaches must 
gain written approval from the univer- 
sity administration — they can no 
longer act autonomously in signing 
lucrative deals. 

Despite reform, violations continue 
to mvunt — the University of 
Washingion, Middle Tennessee State, 
Ashland, Michigan State College and 
Winston-Salem University all have 
been penalized in the last eight 
months. Meanwhile, the NGAA will 
continue its efforts to clean house.

“The people at the NCAA spent mil- 
lions against Title IX; they lobbied to 
get the inclusion of athletes out of the 


legislation,” she said. “At first, they 


didn’t want to be equitable.” 

“When they said they had. to make 
room for women’s sports because of 
equity, there was already an organiza- 
tion for women,” she said. “Instead, 
they just put us out of business.” 

In 1982, the NCAA officially started 
sanctioning women’s sports. Shortly 
thereafter the exodus of women’s ath- 
letic programs from the AIAW to the 
NCAA was almost complete. 

“Given those circumstances, who 
wouldn’t choose to go over to the 
NCAA?” Lockhart said. “They just 
erased the AIAW.” 

And while women’s athletics has 
continued to receive an increasing 
amount of coverage on the national 
level, Lockhart still feels that more 
harm than help has been done to the 
cause. 

In 1972, 90 percent of directors of 
women’s programs were female. In 
1990, that number was down to 16 
percent. Female coaches of women’s 
sports went from 90 percent to 47 per- 
cent.

We have Kleenex in 
the pews for you today,” the Rev. 
David A. Worth said at Malibu 
Presbyterian Church. “To those of 
you who lost homes our hearts go out 
to you.

Members of the congregation, most 
wearing T-shirts, shorts, and sweat- 
shirts, told of what was lost — and 
found — in the inferno that roared 
through the coastal mountains last 
week. 

Dan and Lisa Cislo were among 15 
families from the church that lost 
homes in the arson blaze. 

“It’s hard to feel like a victim when 
everyone has been so gracious — 
people we know and total strangers,” 
Mrs. Cislo said. “We lost things we 
loved and things that can’t be 
replaced but we have each other.” . 

The 41-year-old Gibbins died of 
burns he suffered trying to rescue his 
cat. 

Firefighters on Sunday patrolled for 
embers and-smoldering brush. No fire 
showed but crews still worked on 
containment lines around the 19,000- 
acre burn area in the Santa Monica 
Mountains, said Los Angeles County 
fire Inspector Dan Ertel. 

A few blocks from the firefighters’ 
staging area in the Civic Center, an 
early morning Mass drew parish- 
ioners to Our Lady of Malibu Roman 
Catholic Church, ‘where fire scorched 
earth within a few hundred yards. 

Piles of donated goods lay on 
church grounds under a sign saying, 
“Fire Victims Help Yourself.”

WASHINGTON — Using harsh 
language against an old ally, 
President Clinton said organized labor 
is strong-arming lawmakers with 
“roughshod, musclebound tactics” to 
scuttle the North American Free 
Trade Agreement. 

In a rare and sweeping Sunday 
morning television interview, Clinton 
also insisted:that North Korea cannot 
be allowed to develop a nuclear 
bomb. 

“We have to be firm about it,” he 
said, but refused to discuss the possi- 
bility of a pre-emptive strike against 
North Korea’s nuclear facilities. 

Clinton, appearing for an hour on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press,” reiterated 
his support for Russian President 


Boris Yeltsin and exiled'Haitian - 


President Jean-Bertrand Aristide. He 
said U.S. troops in Somalia would 
renew efforts to clear supply lines for 
humanitarian operations. 

The president also issued a sharp 


_defense of his first year in office, say- 


ing historians will “be hard-pressed to 
find many first years of presidencies 
that match ours.” 

In a personal moment, Clinton said 
he finds living in the White House 
“pretty confining.” 

“T don’t know whether it’s the finest 
public housing in America or the 
crown jewel of the prison system,” he 
joked. 


GOP racing 
to introduce 
welfare reform

WASHINGTON. — Reforming 


-welfare is now such a popular idea 


that Republicans are racing to beat 
President Clinton to the punch while 
moderate Democrats press the White 
House to overhaul the system in time 
for their 1994 campaigns. 

House Republicans just finished 
their version of welfare reform legis- 
lation and plan to introduce the 154- 
page bill Wednesday. It would end 
welfare to most non-citizens, require 
mothers who apply for assistance to 
identify their child’s father, and limits 
lifetime benefits to two years. 

Centrist Democrats, meanwhile, 
have sent notice to a White House 
that needs their votes that they intend 
to help the president keep his cam- 
paign promises to impose time limits 
and work requirements. 

Moderate Democrats say. the admin- 
istration is under pressure from liber- 
als and the welfare bureaucracy that 
runs ‘welfare programs from 
Washington to the counties and cities 
to back away from sweeping change. 

Some women’s groups and welfare 
rights activists have deep misgivings 


about two-year time limits and — 


“make-work jobs” for welfare’ recipi- 
ents. 

Fingerhut and lawmakers who call 
themselves the “Mainstream Forum” 
outlined their priorities at a recent 
Capitol news conference. The rhetoric 
was spicy and the message clear: 
they’re not about to be left out when 
the welfare reform blueprint is drawn. 

Many were unhappy about the presi- 
dent’s $500 billion budget-cutting bill 
and their lack of a role in crafting the 
plan. 


Clinton said he now understands 
how. a president can become “out of 
touch and maybe out of harmony with 
the American people.” 

The free-trade deal is about 30 votes 
short of the majority needed to pass it 
in the House, Clinton said.
